The First U.S. Veto 


In the 2 5 -y ear histo ry o f the United Natio ns, the 
United States alo ne o f the Big Fiv e permanent members 
o f Security Co uncil had nev er ex ercised its right to v eto 
any measure put to a v o te. 
Occasio nally , it refrained 
fro m taking a po sitio n but it nev er used its big po wer 
prero gativ e to kill a measure by its o ppo sitio n. 
Inas­ 
much as the So v iet Unio n had o n numero us o ccasio ns 
blo cked Security Co uncil actio n by its v eto , and Britain. 
France and Natio nalist China had reso rted to the v eto 
o n a number o f o ccasio ns, the casting o f this first v eto 
by the United States must be regarded as mo re than a 
break with traditio n. Britain had already v o ted against 
the reso lutio n to cut all co mmunicatio ns with Rho desia, 
so that the United States co uld hav e set o ut the v o te 
witho ut affecting the o utco me o f this questio n. 
That 
the United States did cast a v eto o n the Rho desia reso ­ 
lutio n signaled a change in po licy . It is no lo nger go ing 
to acquiesce when it feels an injustice has been do ne. 
It will “ stand up and be co unted.’* 
Unimpressiv e Co ngress 


The Lo uis Harris po ll repo rts that the American 
peo ple are no t impressed with the perfo rmance o f the 
Demo cratic-co ntro lled 9 1st Co ngress to date. In answer 
to a questio n as to ho w they rate their representativ es 
and senato rs, the public gav e a 5 4 negativ e answer, 
3 4 po sitiv e and 12 undecided. This is the lo west rating 
in fiv e y ears. 
President Nix o n did better. He was rated 4 2 per cent 
po sitiv e. 4 0 per cent negativ e and 18 per cent undecided. 
The public’s faith in po liticians was no t high. They did 
no t seem to think it was due to the fact that the ex ecutiv e 
and the legislativ e are in the hands o f o ppo sing parties, 
fo r they saw no go o d reaso n fo r changing the makeup 
o f the legislatures. This po ll giv es bo th majo r parties 
fo o d fo r tho ught.
